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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Masham  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  1959o 

In  1959?  the  state  of  public  health  in  Masham  was  very 
satisfactory.  The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths  or  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.9  per  1000  population  compared  with  l6.5 
for  England  and  w'ales.  The  adjusted  death  rate  was  10.4  which  was 
lower  than  the  national  figure  of  11.7. 

Good  progress  was  maintained  with  the  provision  of  adecfuate 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  in  the  district.  i-i  tender  for 
the  improvement  of  the  existing  arrangements  in  Ellingstring  was 
accepted  during  the  year.  A  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
was  prepared  for  the  village  of  Fearby.  In  Masham  consideration 
was  given  to  proposals  to  eikclude  from  the  sewers,  water  which  is 
gaining  access  and  causing  overloading  of  the  disposal  worxs. 

Although  the  summer  months  were  extremely  dry,  any  marked 
shortage  was  prevented  by  the  inclusion  of  Smeltstones  springs  into 
the  supply  system.  The  principal  water  supply  scheme  to  augment 
the  supplies  to  Masham  Healey,  Fearby  and  Ellington  was  started 
in  April,  Consideration  was  also  given  to  supplying  the  Swinton 
area  with  a  mains  supply  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  arrangements 
at  present  in  use. 

Eight  new  council  houses  were  completed  and  approval  was  given 
for  the  erection  of  an  additional  eight  houses  and  six  old  peoples 
bungalows.  These  should  help  the  housing  position  in  Masham  and 
should  enable  some  progress  to  be  made  in  dealing  with  the  unfit 
houses. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I  have 
received  from  them  during  the  year.

Although  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  a  considerable  number  of 
children  have  received  a  booster  dose  against  djphtheria  before 
starting  school  it  is  distressing  to  find  that  a  number  of  parents 
will  not  allow  their  children  t5  be  immunised  at  this  age.  Most  of 
these  children  were  never  protected  against  d^htheria  in  infancy. 
Several  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  recently  been  reported  from 
different  parts  of  the  Country.  Parents  should  remember  that 
although  poliomyelitis  has  stolen  the  limelight  in  recent  years, 
diphtheria  can  recur  at  any  time  with  all  the  dangers  and 
complications  that  were  commonplace  twenty  years  ago. 

SMALL  POX  VACCINATION. 

36%  of  the  childi-en  born  during  the  year  were  notified  as 
having  been  vaccinated  against  small  pox  (71%  in  1959)*

A  large  proportion  of  your  Medical  Officer's  time  during  the 
year  has  been  spent  on  poliomyelitis  vaccination.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  6853  children  aged  under  15  years  in  the  Wensleydale  Local 
Health  Area  (of  which  the  Masharn  Rural  District  is  part)  had  been 
vaccinated  with  two  injections.  This  figure  represents  some  76% 
of  all  the  children  under  15  years  of  age  compared  with  66%  in  1958. 

In  addition  some  1991  older  persons  had  also  received  two 
injections  and  6455  children  and  adults  had  received  a  third 
injection.

During  the  period  from  January  to  October  only  13  ins.  rainfall 
were  recorded  in  this  District  and  the  drought  affected  the  springs 
considerably  in  the  Autuinn  months.  An  opportunity  was  taken  to  gauge 
the  minimum  output  of  all  the  larger  springs  in  the  District  both 
those  in  use  and  others  which  might  be  utilized  in  the  future. 

The  Low  Agra  Supply  dropped  to  less  than  40,000  gallon^day 
(about  half  the  daily  reip^irements) ,  but  this  was  supplemented  by  a 
similar  q.uantity  from  Smelt  stones  opring  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  impose  restrictiorS 

The  Ellingstring  supply  was  inadeq.uate  throughout  most  of  the 
year,  and  springs  in  High  Ellington  were  used  to  augment  the  supply. 

Schemes  Completed  1939. 

Spring  collection  works  were  carried  out  at  Bmeltstones  spring, 
Healey  and  connected  to  the  main  in  June  enabling  the  water  to  be  used 
during  the  drought.  The  higher  level  of  Smeltstones  spring 
resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the  mains  pressure  in  B’earby  supplying 
the  higher  properties  during  most  of  the  daytime. 

Schemes  Commenced  1959. 

The  principal  scheme  of  improvements  to  the  Masham,  Healey  and 
Pearby  supply  was  commenced  in  April.  The  scheme  includes  the 
collection  of  spring  water  at  Smeltstones  ana  in  Agra  Plantation 
Valley,  -the  construction  of  a  service  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of 
30,000  gallons  in  Pearby,  a  supplementary  supply  to  High  Ellington, 
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chlorination  and  alkai  treatment  of  the  water  and  repairs,  alterations 
and  renewal  of  various  fittings. 

Areas  without  Mains  Supplies. 

The  water  used  for  general  purposes  in  ^winton  village  is  obtained 
from  a  stream  supplying  the  lakes  in  dwinton  Park^  A  limited  (Quantity 
of  spring  warier  is  piped  to  a  standpipe  in  High  Swinton  for  domestic 
consumption  ,and  a  similar  supply  is  obtained  in  Low.Swinton  from  a 
well.  .  ..  .. 

Samples  taken  during  the  year  indicate  that  all  the  supplies  are 
grossly  polluted.  During  the  drought  the  spring  in  Hi^h  Swinton  failed 
and  an  emergency  supply  had  to  be  obtained  from  springs  in  Wathermarske. 

The  possibility  of  supplying  this  village  from  the  Masham  supply 
was  investigated  and  various  alternative  proposals  were  unaer 
consideration.

SCHEMES  COMPLETED  1959» 

n  shallow  stone  culvert  in  Leyburn  Hoad,  Masham  was  replaced  by 
a  9'*  diameter  sewer  at  an  average  depth  of  9’  extending  through  the 
existing  housing  estate  to  serve  for  housing  developement  in  Common 
Head  Lane  and  Fearby  Hoad. 

Various  minor  alterations  were  cariied  out  to  the  Masham  oewage 
Works  to  improve  the  pumping  and  drying  of  sludge. 

SCHEMES  UNDER  PREPARATION  1959. 

Ellingstring. 

Details  of  a  scheme  to  provide  septic  tank  and  land  irrigation 
treatment  of  sewage  and  to  pipe  in  the  existing  stream  to 
the  nuisance  caused  by  pollution  and  flooding  were  prepared  and  tenders 
for  this  contract  were  outstanding  at  the  year  end.  The  latter  work  is 
to  be  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  other  -authorities. 

FE  iK3Y. 

A  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works 
in  Fearby  village  was  prepared. 

MiASHiiM. 

A  tender  was  accepted  for  the  construction  of  a  deeper  sewer  of 
70  yards  length  in  Swinton  Terrace,  Masham  to  enable  connection  of  22 
properties  to  the  new  sewerage  system. 

The  sewage  works  were  badly  overloaded,  particularly  during 
the  winter  months  by  spring  water  gaining  access  to  the  sewers.  As  a 
result  of  investigation  and  gaugings  two  main  springs  were  located  and 
preliminary  details  of  works  necessary  to  divert  the  spring  water  were 
prepared. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Inspectiors  re  collection  -  21  .  Disposal  -  39. 

Refuse  disposal  has  been  effected  by  means  of  cru.-.e  tipping, 
the  bulk  of  the  combustible  matter  being  burnt  on  the  site  and  the 
surface  later  levelled  and  covered  with  ashes.  The  refuse  tip  in 
Healey  Pasture  ^^uarry  is  in  an  isolated  position  and  has  been 
satisfactory  for  this  purpose. 

The  collection  service  has  been  extended  to  Aidburgh,  Warthermarkke 
and  a  number  of  individual  farms,  and  now  includes  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  District  with  the  exception,  of  Colsterdale  and  Ilton. 
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Following  complaints  regarding  the  disposal  of  faecal  matter  in 
the  villages  lacking  sewerage  facilities,  consideration  was  given  to 
the  question  of  emptying  pail  closets  hut  in  light  of  the  difficulties 
of  collection  and  disposal  this  v/as  not  considered  practicable,
